The  National  Aeronautics  and  Space  Administration  has  been  in  existence  not  quite 
four  years*  Since  its  beginning  NASA  has  had  a strong  program  in  the  development  of 
manned  space  vehicles.  Furthermore,  the  Manned  Space  Flight  Program  has  been  expanded 
very  rapidly,  becoming  the  dominant  program  within  NASA,  which  is  likewise  growing  at 
a rapid  pace.  The  next  major  outstanding  goal  of  our  present  Manned  Space  Flight 
Program  is  the  exploration  of  the  Moon.

The  three  major  schemes  for  the  lunar  mission  were  the  direct  approach  involving 
no  rendezvous,  rendezvous  or  two  parts  of  the  mission  payload  in  earth  orbit,  and  the 
use  of  a separate  lunar  landing  spacecraft  which  will  rendezvous  with  the  return 
spacecraft  in  lunar  orbit. 


The  mission  is  originated  from  a parking  orbit  about  the  earth.  The  vehicle  is 
maneuvered  into  an  orbit  about  the  moon  from  which  the  landing  is  made.  These 
maneuvers  will  be  discussed  in  a subsequent  section  of  this  paper* 


The  scheme  that  has  been  chosen  for  the  Apollo  mission  was  announced 
July  11,  1962,  as  the  lunar  orbit  rendezvous  method.  This  scheme  was  first  studied 
in  detail  by  Dr,  John  C,  Loubolt  of  NASA  Langley  Research  Center  a year  and  a half 
ago.  The  Manned  Spacecraft  Center  started  a serious  study  of  this  scheme  almost  a 
year  ago.  Every  element  within  NASA  with  a major  role  in  the  Apollo  program  has  also 
carried  out  studies  of  the  various  mission  schemes,  and  there  exists  at  this  time  a 
unanimous  agreement  among  these  elements  that  the  lunar  orbit  rendezvous  scheme  is 
the  preferred  method  to  carry  out  the  Apollo  mission. 

The  important  characteristics  of  the  lunar  rendezvous  approach  are  as  follows! 
(1)  A separate  spacecraft  is  used  for  landing  on  the  moon.  (2)  The  total  amount  of 
mass  that  must  be  boosted  to  escape  velocity  is  greatly  decreased.  (3)  A minimum 
number  of  additional  elements  not  already  being. designed  and  manufactured  are  needed 
to  achieve  the  mission  objectives. __

3*  Only  one  true  image  appears  on  the  negative*  This  image  appears  as  a white  ball  on  the 
5°  x ?"  print.  Under  close  examination,  the  image  appears  to  be  smeared  indicating  either 
camera  motion  or  image  motion.  There  is  little  or  no  evidence  of  a hard  image  wittiin  the  center 
of  the  white  area.  No  stars  are  visible  in  the  background  of  the  frame.  Mr.  dflHRt  indicates 
in  his  statement  that  the  object  appeared  no  brighter  than  an  aircraft  wing  light.  He  also  in- 
dicates the  weather  was  clear  and  dry  and  that  It  was  a bright  night  with  many  stars.  This 
being  the  case,  stars  should  be  visible  if  the  image  photographed  was  no  brighter . than  an  1 
aircraft  wing  light.  Other  apparent  images  on  the  negative  do  not  exhibit  characteristics  of 
true  photographic  images.  They  are  probably  the  result  of  careless  processing  or  poor  film 
handling.  The  second  object  reported  could  not  be  identified  or  located  on  the  print. 

1;,  We  are  unable  to  make  a positive  identification  of  the  image. , Information  necessary  for 
a more  detailed  analysis  would  include;  type  of  film,  type  of  camera,  lens  data,  focal  length, 
expo  suredat^and  distancefrom  camera  to  object.  Perhaps  it  should  be  noted  that  the  reports 
of  Mr.  Mr.*HWBii^iffer  in  several  respects  concerning  the  appearance  and  move- 

ment of  the  object.
